REP  ORT. 


The  Institution  of  Nursing  Sisters  was  founded 
in  London  in  the  year  1840;  its  object  is  to  provide 
experienced,  conscientious,  and  Christian  Nurses  for 
the  sick,  and  also  to  raise  the  standard  of  this  useful 
and  important  occupation,  so  as  to  engage  the  atten¬ 
tion  and  enlist  the  services  of  many  who  may  he 
desirous  of  devoting  their  time  to  the  glory  of  God, 
and  to  the  mitigation  of  human  suffering. 

The  plan  of  proceeding  is  simply  this :  suitable 
women  are  selected  with  great  care,  and  their  charac¬ 
ters  minutely  enquired  into.  They  are  regularly 
trained  for  a  certain  time  in  one  of  the  public  Hos¬ 
pitals,  in  order  to  prepare  them  for  their  important 
duties.  At  the  expiration  of  this  period  of  probation, 
if  their  conduct  and  qualifications  be  found  satis¬ 
factory,  they  are  received  as  Sisters.  They  are 
allowed  an  annual  stipend  of  £20  ,  (which  is  raised 
to  £23.  after  three  years’  service),  supplied  with  an 
appropriate  dress,  and  maintained  in  a  home  provided 
for  them  during  the  intervals  of  their  engagements. 

As  this  Institution  is  intended  to  benefit  all  ranks 
of  the  community,  the  Committee  is  unable  to  fix 
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any  rate  of 'payment  for  the  services  of  the  Sisters, 
it  is  therefore  left  to  each  to  remunerate  the  Society 
according  to  their  means.  It  is  most  earnestly  hoped 
that  the  liberal  contributions  of  the  wealthy  will 
enable  the  Committee  to  grant  their  aid  as  extensively 
as  possible  to  the  less  affluent.  The  lowest  sum 
which  is  considered  to  cover  its  current  expenses,  is 
£1.  Is.  a  week,  but  when  limited  circumstances  claim 
a  pecuniary  sacrifice,  the  Committee  on  their  part  are 
ready  to  make  arrangements  accordingly,  as  well  as 
to  render  gratuitous  assistance  in  cases  of  great 
necessity. 

The  Sisters  are  not  permitted  to  receive  mourning 
or  presents,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  patients 
or  families  on  whom  they  attend.  The  experience 
of  the  Committee  induces  them  again  to  express  to 
the  public  the  necessity  of  adhering  to  this  rule,  any 
infringement  of  which  greatly  impedes  the  spirit  and 
working  of  the  Institution.  It  is  requested  that  the 
sum  paid  may  be  sent  direct  to  the  Institution  or  to 
the  Bankers,  and  that  the  Sister  may  not  be  informed 
of  its  amount. 

A  separate  fund  has  been  established  for  the  benefit 
of  superannuated  or  disabled  Sisters,  a  fund  which 
the  Committee  is  particularly  anxious  to  see  increase, 
that  it  may  have  the  means  of  assisting  such  Sisters 
as  may  have  long  and  faithfully  served  the  Institution, 
after  the  vigour  of  their  days  is  past. 
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The  nature  of  the  Institution  is  such  as  to  make 
it  difficult  to  give  a  report  of  the  benefits  conferred 
by  its  operations.  About  28  nurses  are  employed  in 
its  service.  Since  the  Report,  August,  1845,  to  March, 
1848,  366  cases  of  sickness,  chiefly  of  the  most 
severe  kind,  have  been  attended;  of  these,  30  have 
been  entirely  gratuitous,  92  on  terms  of  considera¬ 
tion  (i.e.)  on  terms  not  remunerating  the  Institution, 
whilst  from  others  the  Committee  has  to  acknowledge 
most  liberal  payments.  The  attendance  of  the  Nurses 
on  their  patients  has  been  for  various  periods,  in 
several  instances  to  many  weeks  or  even  months. 
Whilst  it  is  obviously  impossible  to  enter  into  details 
of  the  numerous  cases,  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that 
the  certificates  which  they  are  required  to  bring  with 
them  on  their  return,  from  every  family  into  which 
they  enter,  have  been,  with  few  exceptions,  very  satis¬ 
factory.  Although  the  testimonials  are  not  usually 
published,  the  Committee  has  great  pleasure  in  sub¬ 
joining  the  following,  as  it  comes  from  a  public  Insti¬ 
tution,  in  which  scarlet  fever  was  very  severe. 

“  I  beg  to  be  allowed  to  express  my  most  grateful 
“  sense  of  the  inestimable  value  of  the  assistance 
“  which  we  have  received  from  the  two  members  of 
“  your  Institution.  I  cannot  speak  warmly  enough 
“  of  the  debt  which  we  owe  to  them,  under  the 
“  divine  blessing.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
“  that  to  their  skill,  unwearied  patience  and  exertion, 
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“  the  lives  of  many  of  the  patients  are  due.  We 
“  owe  to  them  and  you  the  deepest  obligation. 
“  I  am,  &c.” 

Whilst  at  the  Home,  the  Sisters  devote  part  of  their 
time  to  visiting  and  nursing  the  sick  poor  in  the 
densely  peopled  and  wretched  districts  in  its  neigh¬ 
bourhood.  Many  cases  of  distress  and  suffering  have 
thus  been  relieved.  This  branch  of  their  labors  is 
felt  by  the  Committee  to  be  of  peculiar  importance, 
and  is  one  it  hopes  to  see  more,  extensively  carried 
out.  The  general  approbation  of  the  medical  men, 
and  the  increasing  value  to  the  public  of  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  the  Institution,  have  frequently 
imposed  on  the  Superintendent,  the  painful  duty  of 
refusing  urgent  applications  for  its  aid,  the  Sisters 
being  unable  to  meet  all  the  demands  upon  their 
services.  The  Committee  are  consequently  very 
desirous  of  adding  to  their  numbers,  and  are  anxious 
to  find  women  possessed  of  the  various  qualifications 
requisite  for  rightly  and  efficiently  carrying  on  this 
work,  and  especially  of  such  a  spirit  of  piety  as 
shall  dispose  them  to  desire  the  situation  equally  for 
the  active  exercise  of  Christian  charity  to  which  it 
devotes  them,  as  for  any  other  advantages  which 
they  may  obtain.  The  Ladies  of  the  Committee 
must  here  acknowledge  the  prompt  and  liberal  kind¬ 
ness  of  Dr.  Hodgkin  and  Dr.  Oldham,  who  are  at 
all  times  ready  to  give  their  attention  to  the  many 
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calls  made  upon  them  by  Sisters  invalided  in  the 
arduous  duties  of  their  occupation.  They  must  also 
ever  feel  greatly  indebted  to  the  Treasurer  of  Guy’s 
Hospital  for  the  manner  in  which  he  has  met  their 
views,  and  granted  them  the  advantages  of  that 
admirable  Institution.
